bring  the  year  1859,  one  hundred  and  forty-three  patients  were  admitted 
tche  institution,  and  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  have  been  discharged  or 
e leaving  two  hundred  and  seventy-four  still  under  care  at  the  close  of  the 
:a  The  entire  number  under  treatment  during  the  year  was  four  hundred 
k en.  Of  those  remaining  in  the  Hospital,  one  hundred  and  eighteen  are 
iprted  by  their  friends,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-six  by  the  public  au- 
Kties.  Of  those  discharged  during  the  year,  thirty-one  were  restored  to 
e;h,  thirty-nine  in  various  states  of  improvement,  forty- three  were  stationary, 
twenty- three  died. 

'‘the  patients  now  in  the  Hospital,  one  hundred  and  forty-nine  are  males, 
acme  hundred  and  twenty-five  are  females.  This  statement  shows  conclu- 
vy  that  while  there  is  still  room  for  a small  additional  number  of  women, 
aopartments  for  men  are  as  full  as  it  was  ever  intended  they  should  be,  or 
? consistent  with  the  best  interests  of  the  institution  and  its  inmates.  Re- 
0<  izing  as  a fundamental  truth,  based  upon  a sound  philanthropy  as  well 
a i enlightened  political  economy, — that  every  State  should  make  ample 
vision  for  all  her  insane,  in  properly  organized  Hospitals, — it  is  with  regret 
h we  are  led  to  the  conclusion  that  hereafter  it  will  become  necessary  to 
Us •iminate  in  the  character  of  the  cases  received  here,  and  that  some  who 
hbe  applicants  for  the  benefits  of  the  institution,  must  unavoidably  be  re- 
ui.  The  law  has  spared  the  officers  the  unpleasant  duty  of  selecting  these 
a 3,  and  they  have  no  choice  but  to  he  guided  by  the  original  act,  providing 
0:he  establishment  of  the  Hospital.  The  day  is  not  far  distant,  however, 
fin  additional  accommodations  must  be  provided.  The  buildings  now  in 
•press  near  Pittsburg,  will,  when  fully  in  use,  prove  highly  advantageous  to 
‘1  hat  section  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  Board  would  urge  upon  the 
t cutive  and  the  Legislature  the  importance  of  their  early  completion,  as 
11  of  the  most  obvious  means  for  securing  relief  to  the  central  institution  at 
J risburg.  The  removal  of  the  so-called  criminal  insane — individuals  sent 
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to  the  State  Hospital  from  the  penitentiaries  and  county  jails  throughout  k 
Commonwealth — would  also  give  additional  room,  as  their  number  is  coid 
erable,  and  is  and  has  been  gradually  increasing.  In  the  report  made  by  u 
Trustees  last  year,  it  is  stated  “ that  enlarged  experience  in  reference  to  ii 
class  of  cases,  confirms  the  Board  in  their  opinions  given  on  previous  occas  is 
that  it  can  very  rarely  be  justifiable  to  introduce  into  a Hospital  for  the  Ins  e 
and  intended  for  the  reception  of  all  classes  of  our  fellow-citizens,  indivicili 
convicted  of  crimes  and  who  have  become  insane  after  entering  a prison)] 
persons  of  dangerous  character  who  have  been  acquitted  of  high  charge! 
the  ground  of  insanity.  Many  of  these  are  at  all  times  dangerous  to  t si 
about  them;  often  distinguished  for  their  ingenuity  in  house  breaking;  k 
on  many  accounts  peculiarly  undesirable  in  a community  of  persons  who  v< 
never  been  exposed  to  such  associations.  Cases  of  this  kind  are  almost  ce  ii 
to  escape  and  are  rarely  recovered,  so  that  the  whole  community  have  a ) hi 
to  ask  that  they  should  not  be  exposed  to  the  dangers  incident  to  their  bf 
at  liberty.” 

Every  year  adds  to  the  convictions  of  this  Board  of  the  correctness  of  I si 
views;  and  all  whose  necessities  compel  them  to  resort  to  this  institution 
relief,  and  the  citizens  of  the  State  generally,  must  feel  the  impolicy  am  n 
justice  of  compelling  those  who  are  only  unfortunate,  to  mingle  with  indii 
uals  whose  irregular  lives  or  evil  propensities  had  made  them  tenants  of  « 
penal  institutions.  A suitable  Hospital  building,  made  properly  secure  u 
still  not  a prison,  erected  within  the  boundary  walls  of  our  penitentiarif  oi 
in  immediate  proximity  to  it,  and  placed  under  the  care  of  a competent  ! 4 
ical  officer,  would  not  only  add  to  the  accommodations  of  the  State  Hosjal 
by  taking  from  it  all  belonging  to  the  class  referred  to,  but  would  meet  al hi 
requirements  of  humanity,  by  giving  to  those  suffering  from  insanity,  an 
all  the  advantages  they  now  possess,  and  relieving  the  ordinary  insane  in 
what  cannot  but  be  regarded  as  a serious  evil. 

In  the  month  of  June  last  the  Hospital  had  the  misfortune  to  lose  byre 
its  fine  barn  and  contiguous  outbuildings,  the  residence  of  some  of  thosein 
ployed  on  the  premises,  nearly  all  of  the  farming  implements,  and  muc  o 
the  fine  stock  belonging  to  the  institution.  This  fire  was  the  result  of  ir sn 
diarism,  believed  to  be  by  the  same  individual  who  fired  the  valuable  built  :gi 
belonging  to  Dauphin  county,  and  which  led  to  their  destruction  on  the  if 
evening.  After  mature  reflection  the  Board  of  Trustees  felt  that  they  ham 
choice  but  to  proceed  immediately  to  replace  the  buildings  which  had  e1 
destroyed,  and  to  rely  upon  the  coming  Legislature  to  appropriate  the  am  n 
that  might  be  necessary  for  the  purpose.  By  this  prompt  proceeding  then-1 
now  able  to  report  that  the  whole  work  is  nearly  completed,  the  cost  b 
85000.  To  do  this,  it  has  been  necessary  to  use  this  amount  of  the  f d; 
appropriated  for  the  support  of  the  institution,  and  the  Board  of  Trustee)  si 
that  a special  appropriation  may  be  made  at  an  early  day  to  make  up  thif  le 
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e y,  which  is  necessary  for  carrying  on  the  Hospital,  till  the  period  at 
i>  the  ordinary  annual  appropriation  becomes  available. 

F m the  Treasurer’s  report  herewith  submitted,  it  will  be  seen  that  by  a 
ii  system  of  economy,  the  reduced  appropriation  for  the  support  of  the 
stal,  but  for  the  unforeseen  loss  by  fire,  would  have  been  sufficient  to  meet 
cnands  against  the  Hospital.  Although  each  year  adds  to  the  necessity 
: pairs  and  for  the  renewal  of  furniture  and  fixtures,  the  Board  believes 
.tn  appropriation  of  twenty  thousand  dollars — the  amount  granted  last 
ii-may  be  made  to  meet  all  these  unavoidable  expenses,  and  to  provide  for 
i lyment  of  salaries  and  the  support  of  the  institution. 

1 3 amount  of  outstanding  debts  due  by  counties  and  townships,  continues 
b an  increasing  evil.  The  matter,  however,  has  been  so  often  referred  to 
lj  Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  only  remedy  which  they  believe  likely  to 
i'  successful  has  been  so  often  suggested,  that  they  would  only  remark  on 
•esent  occasion  that  all  the  expedients  which  have  been  tried  have  proved 
.13s,  and  the  amount  now  due  from  these  sources  reaches  the  large  sum  of 
100.  It  is  obvious  that  prompt  payment  by  the  counties  and  townships 
b.  permit  a material  reduction  in  the  appropriations  made  by  the  State. 

E:  a more  detailed  account  of  the  operations  of  the  Hospital  during  the  year 
tlosed,  the  Board  of  Trustees  would  refer  to  the  report  of  the  Superinten- 
) who  continues  with  unabated  diligence  to  watch  over  the  interests  of  the 
lution,  and  they  have  great  satisfaction  in  bearing  testimony  to  the  value 
|.s  labors  from  the  opening  of  the  Hospital,  and  to  the  zeal,  ability  and 
ay  with  which  he  has  performed  his  responsible  and  delicate  duties. 
j.e  Board  of  Trustees  would  again  commend  this  institution  and  its  claims 
la  fostering  care  and  generous  recognition  of  the  Executive  and  the  Le- 
ure,  to  which  it  has  ever  been  greatly  indebted  for  its  steady  progress  in 
verity  and  usefulness.  It  provides  for  a class  of  sufferers  who  can  no 
ie  else  be  properly  cared  for,  and  for  a form  of  disease  from  which  the 
jest  no  more  than  the  lowest  in  the  land  can  claim  exemption.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Pennsylvania  State  Lunatic  Hospital: 

Gentlemen  : In  the  review  of  the  year  which  has  just  closed,  rent  ? 
causes  of  gratitude  to  God  may  be  traced  in  the  merciful  interpositioi  i 
His  providence  in  the  exemption  of  our  household  from  sickness  and  accit  i 
and  the  warding  off  from  the  Hospital  buildings  of  that  destructive  cc 
gration  which  consumed  so  rapidly  the  barn  and  most  of  the  adjacent  i 
buildings. 

Shortly  before  eleven  o’clock  on  the  night  of  the  12th  of  May,  the  i 
was  discovered  to  be  on  fire,  and  so  rapid  was  its  progress  that  before : 
number  of  persons  could  reach  it,  nearly  one-half  of  the  building  W£ 
flames.  In  less  than  one  hour  it  had  burned  to  the  ground,  with  sevei 
the  sheds  and  fences  about  it,  while  the  others  were  more  or  less  injure  ■ 
Two  horses  only  were  saved ; three  having  been  burned,  and  two  so  1 
injured  that  it  was  necessary  to  have  them  killed  next  day.  The  cattle 
in  pasture.  All  the  farm  implements,  except  the  ploughs  which  had 
used  that  day,  and  all  the  wagons  and  harness,  were  consumed. 

No  reasonable  doubt  exists  that  it  was  the  work  of  a man  who  had  a' 
time  been  an  inmate  of  the  Hospital,  but  had  eloped,  and  had  been  at 
in  an  adjoining  county  for  nearly  two  years.  About  the  1st  of  Decen 
1858,  he  had  come  back  and  requested  a certificate  of  “honorable  dischai 
alleging  that  he  was  annoyed  and  irritated  by  the  taunts  of  his  fellow  v 
men,  and  that  he  wanted  to  show  them  that  he  was  a “man  again.”  Fa 
to  obtain  his  demands,  he  broke  out  several  windows  in  one  of  the  large 
lors  of  the  Hospital,  and  made  threats  of  further  malicious  designs.  To 
vent  his  attempting  these,  he  was  committed  to  the  county  prison,  and  a 
next  term  of  the  Court,  satisfactory  evidence  of  his  insanity  having  been 
duced,  he  was  committed  to  the  prison  for  safe  keeping. 

At  a subsequent  period  the  Court  granted  an  order  directing  his  remo\ 
the  poor-house,  and  his  detention  there  instead  of  having  him  sent  t( 
Hospital.  In  the  execution  of  the  order  he  was  taken  to  the  poor-house1 
the  way  there  uttering  the  most  fearful  denunciations  of  vengeance  ag 
the  Physician  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  county  officers  also;  and  wber 
steward  of  the  poor-house  was  found,  to  direct  him  to  carry  out  the  ord 
the  Court  to  place  and  keep  the  man  in  strict  custody,  the  man  himself 
not  to  be  found  on  the  premises  ; and  in  less  than  two  hours  after  h( 
taken  from  the  prison,  he  was  running  about  the  streets  of  Harrisburg  i| 
ing  the  same  threats. 
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r>.  fact  of  his  release  from  the  prison  was  not  known  to  an  officer  of  the 
rtal  until  after  the  barn  was  burned  to  the  ground.  It  may  be  proper  to 
;en  this  connection  that  the  barn  belonging  to  the  poor-house  was  disco  v- 
do  be  on  fire  just  three  hours  after  that  of  the  Hospital.  The  man  was 
3;:d  next  morning  as  he  was  endeavoring  to  escape  in  the  cars,  and  has 
: been  closely  confined  in  the  county  prison. 

.has  since  been  ascertained  that  he  had  set  fire  to  one  or  two  barns  some 
eiefore  he  was  sent  to  the  Hospital,  hut  that  fact  was  never  made  known 
.1  officers,  and  so  important  an  item  in  his  history  was  entirely  concealed 
them. 

Pa  firemen  of  Harrisburg,  who  were  on  the  ground  in  a short  time,  ren- 
e very  efficient  service  in  assisting  to  save  some  of  the  other  buildings ; 
1)  them,  and  to  all  in  the  neighborhood,  we  are  under  many  obligations 
e prompt  and  cheerful  assistance  rendered  at  that  time,  and  for  the  gen- 
ij  and  kindness  evinced  in  the  efforts  to  relieve  us  of  the  embarrassment 
rffiich  we  were  thrown. 

te  death  of  a very  estimable  young  man,  connected  with  one  of  the  fire 
nnies,  from  injuries  received  from  being  run  over  by  the  engine  in  de- 
ring  one  of  the  steep  canal  bridges,  was  a source  of  deep  regret,  not  only 
» his  companions,  but  also  to  all  connected  with  the  Hospital, 
le  barn  which  has  been  erected  in  place  of  that  burned,  was  finished  and 
: for  use  early  in  the  fall,  and  has  been  arranged  with  special  reference  to 
nience  in  every  respect.  It  has  been  built  in  the  most  economical,  sub- 
t al  and  workmanlike  manner;  is  one  hundred  and  two  feet  in  length  and 
; ix  feet  in  breadth,  on  a stone  foundation  eight  feet  high  at  the  lowest 
is  sixteen  feet  to  the  square,  and  has  accommodations  for  thirty  head  of 
; and  eight  horses ; with  a large  cellar  for  potatoes  and  vegetables,  a wagon 
: corn  crib,  room  for  all  the  farm  implements,  three  mows  and  two  floors, 
ider  the  same  roof.  The  stables  are  light  and  well  ventilated,  and  ar- 
id in  the  most  convenient  manner. 

1 the  sheds  and  fencing  destroyed  by  the  fire  have  also  been  rebuilt  in 
olainest  and  most  substantial  manner.  The  house  occupied  by  the  gar- 
t and  his  family  was  so  much  injured  by  the  fire  that  it  was  necessary  to 
it  down ; and  the  new  house,  authorized  by  the  board  to  be  built  at  the 
nee  gate,  will  be  ready  for  occupation  about  the  1st  of  February  The 
ase  of  these  improvements — barn,  house,  horses,  farming  implements, 
8,  fencing,  &c. — will  be  about  five  thousand  dollars. 

ie  number  of  patients  admitted  during  the  year  1859,  was  one  hundred 
forty-three ; males,  eighty-three,  and  females,  sixty.  The  number  dis- 
ced during  the  same  period  was  one  hundred  and  thirty  six  ; males, 
;y-four,  and  females,  fifty-two.  Leaving  in  the  Hospital,  on  December

of  the  ground  in  front  of  the  main  building,  which  can  be  extended  a3 
y be  deemed  proper  and  convenient  to  do  so.  A large  number  of  fruit 
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trees,  such  as  cherries,  apples,  and  quinces,  have  been  planted  about  ie 
grounds;  and  in  the  garden,  currants  and  raspberries,  to  enable  us  to  re 
these  fresh  in  their  season,  and  also  to  have  a quantity  which  may  be  puip 
for  winter  use. 

The  products  of  the  farm  have  amply  repaid  all  the  labor  bestowed  upc  t, 
and  though  from  the  character  of  much  of  the  land  all  could  not  be  ' ie 
which  was  desired,  the  hope  is  still  cherished  that  by  patience  and  persi  r- 
ance  the  difficulties  in  the  way  may  be  overcome,  and  its  future  produci  )e 
made  to  bear  a nearer  proportion  to  what  might  be  considered  the  proper;  Id 
for  so  many  acres. 

The  supply  of  vegetables  from  the  garden,  superior  both  in  quantity  id 
quality,  still  continues  to  be  received  during  the  summer  and  fall,  and  a \>e 
quantity  laid  up  for  winter  use.  In  addition  to  these,  many  vegetable  il 
tomatoes,  lima  beans,  corn,  &c.,  have  been  dried  or  put  up  iu  cans  in  ih 
quantities  as  to  furnish  an  abundant  supply  throughout  the  winter  and  spi  5. 

The  lectures  and  magic  lantern  exhibitions  have  been  regularly  continq 
during  three  evenings  of^tlie  week  from  October  to  April,  and  furnish  til 
who  may  feel  inclined  to  attend  them,  an  agreeable  means  of  spending  ie 
long  winter  evenings.

I all  cases,  the  patient’s  best  clothing  should  be  sent;  it  will  be  carefully 
piserved,  and  only  used  when  deemed  necessary  for  the  purpose  above  men- 
thed.  Jewelry,  and  all  superfluous  articles  of  dress,  knives,  &c.;  should  be 
|(,  at  home,  as  they  are  liable  to  be  lost. 

f.  A written  history  of  the  case  should  be  sent  with  the  patient,  and,  it 
psible,  someone  acquainted  with  the  individual  should  accompany  him  to  the 
Ispital,  from  whom  minute  but  often  essential  particulars  may  be  learned. 

p.  The  price  of  board,  including  washing,  mending  and  attendance,  for  all 
rca  are  supported  at  the  public  charge,  is  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents  a week. 
It  private  patients,  or  those  supported  by  themselves  or  their  friends,  the 
p ce  varies  from  three  to  ten  dollars,  according  to  the  trouble  and  expense 
iiurred,  and  according  to  their  ability  to  pay.  Higher  prices  are  paid  by  a 
sicial  agreement  with  the  Superintendent,  for  extra  attention  and  accommo- 
dions.  When  patients  are  sent  by  the  county  or  township  authorities,  pay- 
nat  is  required  at  the  time  of  admission  for  twenty-six  weeks  in  advance, 
at  quarterly  afterwards.  When  the  patient  is  supported  by  the  friends,  pay- 
nnts  are  required  quarterly  in  advance. 

).  A bond,  with  satisfactory  sureties,  will  be  required  for  the  payment  of 
tl  board  and  expenses,  and  for  the  removal  of  the  patient  when  discharged, 
o all  persons. 

Those  who  bring  friends  should  be  prepared  to  give  such  a bond ; and,  if 
snngers,  bring  evidence  of  their  responsibility.
